A public meeting of the hands, formerly in the employ of 
Schuylkill Factory, was held on Monday, April 14th, 1834, 
at 1-2 past 5 o’clock, at the Citizens Hotel, Manayunck, to 
take into consideration the different circumstances attending 
the present turn out. 

The meeting was organized by calling Wm. T. Young to 
the chair, and appointing Wm. Gilmore, Secretary. 

Wheroupon, the object of the meeting being stated from the 
Chair, and the minutes of the last meeting read, it was 

Resolved, That the Standing Committee, consisting of ten 
members, appointed at the meeting held on the commons, 
March 15th, be requested toroport. After which the Stand. 
ing Committee reported. 

Resolved, That the Report be accepted. 

Resolved, That a Committee of five, (two females, and 
three males) be appointed to draft resolutions expressive of 
the sense of this meeting. 

Resolved, That Mrs. Mendenhall, Mrs. Bell, James White, 
James Hudson, and Robert Someiset bo appointed to compose 
that committee. 

‘The committee, after retiring fora few moments, reported 
the following : 

The committee, appointed to draft resolutions expressive of 
the sense of this meeting, most respectfully beg leave to re- 

ort, ; 

, Whereas, we, the working people formerly in the employ 
of the Schuylkill Factory Company, having frequently been 
called upon to undergo a reductien of the small pittance allow- 
ed us for our work, or leave our places to beg or starve; and 
as we have been compelled to comply through the treachery 
of some who have made themselves the passive slaves of the 
monopolists. 

And whereas, we have been standing out for our rights 
since the 10th of March last, a few days preceding which, the 
employers gave notice, that on the 22d ult. they would stop 
the factory; but ina few days, (to wit,) on the 10th of March 
the agent made a proposition to continue on, if the hands 
would accede to a reduction of 25 per cent. which would leave 
many of us in debt when the pay day arrived, not even allow- 
ing us the means of purchasing medicines to heal our delibi- 
tated systems after wearing thom almost out to fill their cof: 
fers with hard cash. 

And whereas, this morning, by request ofthe agent, we re- 
piired tothe factory to have the result of five weeks delibera- 
tion, when it resulted in the following—that they would run 
the machinery if we would attend, at a reduction of 15 per 
cent., when those who were present would not consent to be 

_ reduced one cent, excepting one individual, who was willing 
to let her family (consisting of six) work at the 15 per cent. 
discount, Therefore be it 

Resolved, ‘That we whoare at par, will not suffer a reduc- 
tion of our capital stock. 

Resolved, That we will pledge ourselves to be steadfast in 
our purpose of withstanding each andcvery attempt to en- 
croach upon our time and labor, they being the only articles 
we are willing to dispose of for cash. 

Resolved, 'T'l:1t we will use all legal and just means to sus. 
tain each other, and that we will ask the aid of all benevolent 
persons who feel aminterest in the rights of men, women, and 
thildren—as many of the two last mentioned are widows and 
orphans. 

Resolved, That we deem any working man or woman, who 
will goto work in the above mentioned factory at the reduced 
price, beneath contempt. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this meeting be given to the 
Standing Committee for the able manner in which they have 
conducted the business confided to their care. 

Resolved, That the proccedings of this meeting be published 
in the Germantown Telegraph, Trades’ Union, Operative, and 
all other papers friendly to the cause. 

The above resolutions, after having been read and separately 
considered, were unanimously adopted.

The workmen have also, we learn, made a beginning on the 
columns—the entablature, and other ornamental portions of 
the building. 

On the whole every arrangement appears to be carrying in- 
to effect on the most judicious principles. The locality is a 


| short distance at present from the city—and of easy access to 


strangers, but a few years will carry Philadelphia to the very 
doors of the institution itself.—-Phil. Chron.

THE BANK INVESTIGATION. 

The Bank papers are already assailing with much bitter- 
ness the characters of the members of the Committee of In- 
vestigation into the affairs of the U. S. Bank by the House of 
Representatives. They no doubt dread the result of the pro.

In the 12 years previous to 
1833, the Bank, although expressly prohibited by its charter, 
has sold and exported in that time forty millions of specie, 
including four and a half millions of Spanish milled dollars, 
the only foreign coin which is a legal tender inthe U.S. No

NEW YORK LEGISLATURE. 


SENATE. 
Farivar, April IS. 
Mr. Edwards reported the bill from the assembly to repeal 
éo much of the act to abolish imprige for debt, as relates 


to justices’ courts, with amendmeétits. The bill was committed 
to a committee of the whole, and the amendments ordered 
printed. 


Mr. Stower reported the bills to incorporate the Farmers’ 
and Manufacturers’ bank at Poughkeepsie, and the Kingston 
Bank, as conformed in their provisions to the bill to incorpo- 
rate the Highland bank, and they were ordered to be engrossed 
fora third reading. 

Bills read a third time and passed: To vest certain lands to 
the mayor, aldermen, and commonalty of the city of New 
York. The committee of the whole again had under conside- 
ration the bill to increase the capital stock of the Greenwich 
bank in the city of New York, from $200,000 to $500,000. 
Mr. S. also offered an additional section, restricting the circu- 
lation of the bank to once and a half the amount of i's capital, 
which was agreed to. Mr. S also offered a section prohibiting 
the issuing by the bank, of one, two and three dollar notes, 
after one, two and three years, respectively, from the time of 
the passage of this act. This section was debated by Messrs. 
Stower, Mack, Sudam, Seward, Dodge, Macdonald and Kem- 
ble, and rejected, 11 to 12. When the committee rose and re- 
ported, Mr. Stower renewed the section lost in committee of 
the whole. Mr. Dodge moved that the consideration of the 
report be postponed uatil Tuesday next, which motion pre- 
vailed, 

The committee passed the bill to incorporate the Long Island 
rail road company. 

Saturpay, April 19. 

Mr. Stower from the committee on banks and insurance 
companies, reported favorably on the following bills from the 
assembly: to alter and amend the act to incorporate the N. 
Y. life insurance and trust co. To incorporate the Oneida co. 
Bank, with amendments. To incorporate the Commercial 
bank of Buffalo, with amendments. 

Mr. Edwards, from the committee on the judiciary, reported 
resolutions from the assembly relative to the transportation of 
convicts, without expressing any opinion thereon. Referred 
to a committee of the whole. 

Mr. Hubbard laid on the table the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the committee on finance enquire into the 
expediency of purchasing a huuse for a residence of the Gover- 
nor of this state, and report tothe senate by bill or otherwise. , 

The senate agreed to the report of the committee of the 
whole, on the bill to incorporate the Schenectady savings bank, 
and it was ordered to a third reading. 

Bills read a third time and passed :—Respecting the Salt 
springs in the county of Onondaga, and regulating the man- 
ufacture of salt therein. Directing the survey of a canal route 
from the High Falls of the Black river to the Erie canal, 
ayes 15, noes 3. 

Mr. Gansevoort reported in favor of the bill from the as. 
sembly to amend the act of 1826, relative to the city of Alba- 
ny, which, on motion of Mr. Livingston, was referred to the 
Attorney General for his opinion as to the power of the legis. 
lature to pass that section of the bill which extends the term 
of service of the present charter officers from October next to 
May 1835. 

On motion of Mr. Stower, the bills to incorporate the Onei- 
da Co. bank and the Commercial bank of Buffalo, were taken 
from the general orders and ordered to a third reading. After 
the consideration of Executive business, the Senate adjourned. 

ASSEMBLY. 
Faiway, April 18. 

Petitions ; of inhabitants of Alleghany county to repeal the 
law exempting church property from taxation ; to incorpo- 
rate the Shamrock Benevolent Association. 

Bills reported: By Mr. Morris, to amend the act incorpo. 
rating the East River Fire Insurance Co. in the city of New 
York. (Ordered to a third reading on motion of Mr. M.) 
Mr. Morris also reported with amendments the bill trom the 
Senate amending the several acts now ia force, for the ex- 
tinguishment of fires in the city of N. Y., which, on his mo- 
tion, was ordered to a third reading. 

The bill to incorporate the city of Rochester, came from the 
Senate with a variety of amendments one of them providing 
for the appointment of justices of the peace by the Common 
Council, instead of being elected by the inhabitants of the se.

Mr. Einmons fullowed in opposition to 
it. Mr. A, J. Parker replied in support of the bill, but, with- 
out concluding, gave way to a motion to rise and report, which 
prevailed. The committee rose, and the house adjourned.
